Thi? letter confirms the agreement between your chent, Theresa Stewart, and 
the United States Attomey for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also referred 
Goverament" or ''this Office"). If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this 
have your client execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the 
document, this letter will become the plea agreement. The terais of the offer are as fo 

Theresa Stewart's Obligations. Acknowledgments and Waivers : 



1. Your client, Theresa Stewart, agrees to admit guilt and enter a plea of guilt>' to Count 1 
of the mdictment in violation of 21 U, S, C. §846 (Conspiracy to Distribute and Possess with Intent 
to Distribute Cocame and Cocaine Base), Your client understands that pursuant to 21 U.S.C. § 
841(b)(1)(A), she faces a term of imprisonment of not less than 10 years or more than h:^, a fine not 
to exceed the greater of $4,000,000 or that authorized by Title 18 of tlie United States 
period of supervised release of at least 5 years. In addition, your chent agrees to pi 
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assessment of $100 per felony conviction to tiie Clerk of the United States Distiict Cburt for the 
District of Columbia prior to the date of sentencing. Your client fiurtiier understands that the United 
States Sentencing Guidelines Manual ("Sentencing; Guidelines") Avill apply to determine your client's 
guideline range, and that pursuant to Section 5E 1 .2 of the Sentencing Guidelines, the Court may also 
impose a fine that is sufficient to pay the federal government the costs of any imprisorment, term 
of supervised release, and period of probation. Further, your client understands that if she has two 
or more convictions for a crime of violence or felony drug offense she may be subject to the 
substantially higher guideline penalties provided for in the career offender provisions of the 
Sentencing Guidelines. | 
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2. Your client agrees and will acknowledge at the time of the plea of guilty to the criminal 
charge stated above that, pursuant to Section 1BL3 of the Seriten^ing Guidelines, }^our chent is 
accountable for more than 1.5 kilograms of cocaine base, also kriown as crack, wMch quantity 
represents the total amount involved in your client's relevant criminal conduct, including amounts 
your client distributed or possessed with intent to distribute. 

3. The Government agxees that it will not seek any increases in your chent' s base offense 
level other than those which are agreed to by your chent in this paragraph. The Government further 
agrees that it will not seek an upward departure from the otherwise applicable guileline range 
established by the Sentencing Guidelines. Your client understands and acknowledges f tiat the terms 
of this paragraph apply only to conduct that occurred prior to the execution of this agreement. 
Should your chent commit any conduct after the date of this agreement that would form the basis 
for an increase in your chent's base offense level or justify an upward departure (examp les of which 
include but are not limited to, obstruction of justice, failure to appear for a coiut proceeding, criminal 
conduct while pending sentencing, and false statements to any law enforcement agent, probation 
officer or Court) the Government is free under this agreement to seek an increase in the fDase offense 
level or an upward departure based on that post-agreement conduct. 



4. In view of the cooperation which your client agrees, to provide and the expected 
investigations which will be based on this cooperation, the United Spates will agree to request your 
client^s release pending sentencing for a hmited time period and solely for the purpose of engaging 
in investigative activity under the direction of law enforcement authorities. Your client and the 
Government agree that pursuant to 1 8 U.S.C. § Section 3 145(c), the f^ct of your chent' s cooperation 
in investigation(s) constitutes "exceptional reasons" justifying your client's release for a limited time 
period and solely for the purpose of engaging in investigative activity under the direction of law 
enforcement authorities and the Government. The exceptional reasons justifying your client's 
release for a Ihnited time period and solely for the purpose of engaging in investigative activity 
include, but are not limited to: his/her promise to maintain daily pohtact eithqr in person or by 
telephone Avith a designated agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and any other law 
enforcement agent/officer designated by the FBI or the Govermn^nt; your client's promise and 
agreement not to engage in any criminal conduct; and her promise ^d agreement to abide by any 
and all release conditions imposed by the Court. Your client understands that the Gourt is not bound 
to accept the Government' sreconimendation regarding release pendijag sentencing and may impose 
whatever conditions it deems appropriate pending sentencing, to include ordering that your client 
be held without bond. Your client understands and agrees that at an;^ time the Govemrjient can ask 
that your client be detained pending sentencing, and your client agrees not to oppose such a request 
for detention. Your client further agrees that the termination of your client's involvement in any 
investigation is a matter cornmitted to the sole discretion of the Government and that this decision 
is not judicially reviewable. Your chent understands and agrees that the United Stai:es does' not 
waive its position as to your chent's dangerousness or risk of flight by agreeing: to afford your chent 
the opportunity to be released for a limited time period solely fc^ the purpose of engaging in 
investigative activity under the direction of law enforcement authorities and the Gpvernment. Your 
chent also agrees that any violation of your client's release conditions, [any misconduct b> your chent. 
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or any inability or failure on the part of your client to continue your client's coojfjerat 
Govermnent shall result in the Government filing an ex parte motion with the Court 
a bench warrant be issued for your client's arrest and that your client be detained withoi[t 
pending sentence in this case.
